Belleville Area District Library to open on Sundays in September

When the Belleville Area District Library 
Board approved it 2022-23 budget at its 
June 14 regular meeting, it also approved 
being able to have the library open on 
Sunday afternoons from 1 to 5 p.m. starting 
in September and going throughout the 
year. 
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Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said if 
all goes well with the library’s upcoming 
millage, plans are under way to open on 
Sundays and earlier during the rest of the 
week. 

She said she is looking at being able to 
open the library at 9 or 9:30 a.m. during the 
week, instead of 10 a.m., but first she has 
to make sure they have enough people to 
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cover the shifts. The employees have been 
included in the new budget. 

She said there will be no programs on 
Sunday to start, “But, never say never.” 

Board member John Juriga they probably 
wouldn’t let religious groups meet there on 
Sundays for church services and Director 
Suchy said there is no policy against that. 

After a public hearing on the 2022-23 
budget, the board approved the new budget 
and then approved the 2021-22 amended 
budget. 

The 2022-23 budget has $2,382,800 in 
revenues, $2,276,400 in expenditures and 
a fund balance of $2,948 919 at the end of 
June 2023. 


The board also approved the fund balance 
allocation of $1,040,000 from the old 
budget to the new budget as required by 
GASB 54. 

In other business at the regular one-hour- 
and-14-minute June 14 meeting the board: 

e Approved a short-term disability plan to 
bridge the gap for employees between the 
regular sick leave and long-term disability 
coverage. Suchy said the price is $226 per 
month total for the 11 full-time employees 
on staff and the budget doesn’t need to be 
changed. “This board is concerned with 
properly supporting our employees,” said 
board chairperson Sharon Peters;

murders bound over to 
circuit court on June 29

Lionel Lamont Vincent, 48, of Pontiac, 
held his preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green on 
June 15 and was bound over to the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice for his arraignment 
on the information on June 29. 

Vincent was brought from Ionia by 
Michigan Department of Corrections to 
face two homicide charges for allegedly 
killing a mother and daughter in Van Buren 
Township on July 25, 2021. Bond was 
denied in the murders. 

He is being held on pending charges of 
violation of probation on a previous charge. 

Vincent is accused of murdering 
Yachanda Snipes, 45, and her daughter 
Dacara Leatherberry, 14, in their home in 
the 46000 block of Lake Villa Drive within 
the Belleville Pointe apartment complex 
late July 25, 2021. The two reportedly died 
of multiple injuries. 

Van Buren Township Police Detective 
Mike Long said Vincent was the suspect 
from the beginning and the victim was an 
Uber driver at the time they met. Det. Long 
said the state held Vincent for possible 
parole violation because of the VBT police 
investigation. He was wearing his GPS 
ankle monitor, required for his parole, 
at the time of the killings, police said. 

According to the Michigan Department 
of Corrections, Vincent was paroled Sept. 
22, 2020 after serving 27 years in prison 
for an Aug. 25, 1994 kidnapping and rape, 
using a weapon to commit a felony and 
various other weapons charges, in Oakland 
County. He was convicted in a jury trial. 

Raymond Anthony Jackson, Jr. 

Raymond Anthony Jackson, Jr., 32, of 
Southfield is charged with kidnapping and 
aggravated indecent exposure on May 
14 in the Metro Airport parking structure 
with a bond of $10,000/10%. He also is 
charged with assault to do great bodily 
harm less than murder and two counts of 
criminal sexual conduct-2" degree (during 
felony) May 17, also at the airport parking 
structure. His bond on this was set at 
$150,000 cash or surety. He appeared by 
zoom for his probable cause conference 
before Judge Martin on June 15. His 
live preliminary exam on both cases is 
scheduled for July 27. 

At the June 15 court session, defense 
attorney Tyrone Bickerdt said his client 
has been in custody since June 2. He has 
an associate’s and bachelor’s degree and a 
full-time job in Romulus. He asked for his 
client to be released with a GPS tether. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 


Carley Kocks objected to a reduction in 
the bond. She said he is a danger to society 
and is targeting women at an airport. He 
is a danger to women and his bond should 
actually be increased, she said. 
Devin Michael Beach 

On June 15, Devin Michael Beach, 25, 
of Sumpter Township was bound over to 
circuit court for an arraignment on the 
information at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice on June 22. His live preliminary 
exam was before Judge Lisa Martin. 

He is charged with fleeing a police officer 
in a vehicle-4" degree and drove while 
license was suspended on Aug. 14, 2021 in 
Sumpter Township. 

Beach previously was arraigned and 
bound over on three other cases involving 
assaulting a police officer, fleeing in a 
vehicle from a police officer, and driving 
off in a pizza delivery truck and is awaiting 
final conferences on July 6 on those three. 

Willis Lavell Cherry 

Willis Lavell Cherry, 49, of Ypsilanti was 
charged with armed robbery on Jan. 12, 
2020 in Van Buren Township. His probable 
cause conference was set for Oct. 6 and 
then it was set for Oct. 20. On Oct. 20, his 
live preliminary exam was set for Dec. 1. 
The exam was held and the armed robbery 
charge dismissed by Judge Green. He was 
bound over on an added charge of assault 
and was scheduled for his arraignment on 
the information at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice on Dec. 15. This was delayed 
until Dec. 20 and then again to Jan. 6. A 
final conference was set for Feb. 23 and 
then reset by the court for April 14. He is 
free on $5,000 personal bond and is not to 
contact the victim. 

Andrea Lashawn Ward-Patrick 

Andrea Lashawn Ward-Patrick, 33, of 
Canton Township, had her preliminary 
exam set for Jan. 5 on a charge of receiving 
and concealing a stolen motor vehicle 
on Sept. 21 in the City of Belleville. She 
was free on $5,000 personal bond and 
could have no contact with the victim. Her 
probable cause conference was held Oct. 6 
before Judge Oakley. 

Her attorney Andrew Sullivan told Judge 
Oakley on Jan. 5 that his client was in the 
hospital with emergency surgery planned 
on her fractured foot. The preliminary 
exam was adjourned until March 23, when 
the exam was held and she was bound over 
to circuit court. An arraignment on the 
information was set for April 6 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. Then a calendar 
conference was set for May 18 and pretrial 
for June 1, reset to June 28. 

Christopher Nathan Eugene Collins 

Christopher Nathan Eugene Collins, 19, 
of Van Buren Township had his preliminary 
exam set for Oct. 25 on a charge of 
aggravated stalking on June 1, 2021 in Van 
Buren Township. 

His new defense attorney Cameron 
Bell asked Judge Oakley to remove his 


client’s GPS tether. He said Collins had not 
violated his bond restriction of no contact 
with the complaining party and no return to 
an address on Belleville Road. He said the 
tether caused Collins to miss work because 
the alarm went off and the county had to 
come and rectify the device. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Darrian Fortier said she objected to 
removing the tether because the charge is 
aggravated stalking and he had violated a 
personal protection order because he can’t 
stay away. 

Judge Oakley left the $3,000/10% bond 
as is, with the tether in place along with the 
no-contact order and the order not return to 
Leo’s Coney Island. 

On Oct. 25, after a preliminary exam, 
Judge Oakley bound him over to circuit 
court for an arraignment on the information. 
This case is pending in 3™ Circuit Court. 

Collins also had remote pretrials scheduled 
for Nov. 4 on two misdemeanors. One was 
malicious use of a phone on May 9, 2021 
and disorderly person on May 27, 2021 
both in Van Buren Township. The final 
pretrials were set for Dec. 2. On Dec. 2 the 
final remote pretrials were set for Jan. 20 
and then reset for March 3 and then to April 
7. He is scheduled for a remote pretrial on 
June 16. 

Corey Eugene-Ross Thomas 

Corey Eugene-Ross Thomas, 41, of 
Ypsilanti was present for his Oct. 13 
probable cause conference by zoom from 
the Macomb County Jail. He said he had 
been in custody for a month and had 20 
more days to serve. Judge Oakley gave him 
credit for time-served on a 2016 disorderly 
person charge that was pending at 34" 
District Court. 

Thomas waived his preliminary exam on 
a charge of operating while intoxicated — 3" 
offense on Aug. 21 in the City of Belleville 
and Judge Oakley bound him over to 
circuit court for an Oct. 27 arraignment 
on the information. A calendar conference 
was set for Nov. 12 and a final conference 
for Jan. 10 extended to Feb. 3. At that time 
a guilty plea was accepted and sentencing 
set for Feb. 18. Thomas was sentenced to 
20 months to five years in state prison and 
total fees of $1,898. 

Lionel Jamar Sullivan 

Lionel Jamar Sullivan, 34, of Van Buren 
Township was arraigned Oct. 12 on 
charges of assault to do great bodily harm 
less than murder and domestic violence in 
Sumpter Township on Oct. 9. His probable 
cause conference was set for Oct. 20 and 
then adjourned to Oct. 27. The preliminary 
exam was set for Nov. 23. He posted bond 
of $10,000/10% and ordered to have no 
contact with the complaining witness. 

On Nov. 23, Judge Green dismissed the 
charges as requested in a defense motion. 
Case is closed. 

Scotty Len Ostrowski 
Scotty Len Ostrowski, 46, of Sumpter 


Township was arraigned Oct. 12 on a 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon 
on Oct. 10 in the City of Belleville. His 
probable cause conference was set for Oct. 
20. He posted bond of $5,000/10%. 

Since he was in custody in Belleville, he 
also was arraigned on two bench warrants 
for offenses on May 15, 2017 in Sumpter 
Township. 

He was scheduled for a Nov. 23 remote 
pre-trial on charges of driving while license 
suspended and operating while intoxicated 
on May 15, 2017. He pled guilty to driving 
while license suspended and the other 
charge was dropped. 

On Oct. 20, his attorney James Parker 
said he needs to apply to the gun board, a 
time-consuming procedure, so Judge Green 
adjourned the CCW case until March 9. 

On March 9, a new defense attorney 
asked for discovery and the case was 
adjourned until March 23. A probable 
cause conference was set for April 6. It was 
held and the preliminary exam waived. 
Ostrowski was bound over to circuit court 
for an arraignment on the information on 
April 20. The calendar conference was set 
for May 9 and then reset by the court until 
June 3. A final conference is scheduled for 
July 1.

Jill Marie Peters, 42, of Ypsilanti failed 
to appear for her preliminary exam on 
Nov. 17 on charges of possession of 
methamphetamine and narcotics on March 
14, 2021 in Van Buren Township and a 
warrant has been issued for her arrest. 

Timothy Staniszewski 

Timothy Staniszewski, 54, of Trenton 
failed to appear for his arraignment and 
probable cause conference Nov. 17 on 
two felony charges of operating while 
intoxicated-3" and one charge of driving 
while license suspended-2" on Oct. 1 
in Van Buren Township. A notice that 
had been mailed to him from the court 
had been returned by the post office as 
undeliverable. On Feb. 4 a warrant was put 
out for his arrest.

Monday through Friday

I’m writing about the new four-day work 
week that the Township Trustees voted on 
for Van Buren Township hall employees. I 
find it quite convenient that they chose to 
be open Monday - Thursday.

However, if they really felt the 
need for a four-day work week, they should 
have chosen to be open Tuesday - Friday. 
That way they can still be open 40 hours 
most weeks. It would also be nice with 
the longer daily hours, if they could stay 
open late one evening per week to allow 
residents that work 9-5 access to Township 
services. 

Ultimately, I think the township hall 
should still be open Monday - Friday.

Honorable Senator Stabenow: 

I recently sent you a copy of the letter 
that I mailed to the CEO of AT&T, just 
days ago, wherein I explained how my 
home DSL line had experienced a service 
outage and the company has done nothing 
to remedy our loss of internet service. It’s 
been ten days now, but after many hours 
of “holding on calls” for maintenance 
department procedures and after repair 
tickets being remotely closed out as 
“completed” we’ve discovered that there 
are others in our community facing similar 
difficulties. 

Obviously, our DSL Line is outdated 
technology and even though the company 
hasn’t any plans for U-verse build out in 
our small area there’s no other option than 
the DSL-Digital Pair Gain System that has 
provided us computer connection for well 
over two decades now. 

After making inquiries from contacts I 
still have at AT&T I’ve learned that the 
electronic cards in the AT&T Central 
Offices, used to transmit the data signal 
to the field SLIC Facilities (small C.O. 
buildings in the neighborhoods) are no 
longer commonly available. All of these 
old electronic cards have supposedly 
been returned to the manufacturers and 
considered as obsolete materials. 

AT&T employees (in most cases) have 
unintentionally continued to lie to their 
customers simply because the real cause of 
our service outage is a lack of replacement 
circuit cards in the local Central office. It 
seems that the system is now in a critical 
state since no one can provide a solution 
that would expedite our return to normal 
service.

e Heard Joy Cichewicz report on the 
building committee, which discussed again 
the water that stands outside the meeting 
room door after a big rain. They talked of 
creating saw cuts in the cement, but the 
builder said saw cuts wouldn’t work and 
it would destroy the beautiful concrete. He 
said they could remove some concrete and 
install a drain, but that is costly. He said five 
seconds of sweeping the water out would 
do the same thing. He called it “intensive 
maintenance.” The problem is not so much 
the water in the summer, but it’s icy water 
in the winter. Or, that door could not be 
used in the winter. They will consider the 
issue further; 

e Heard Cichewicz say that one of the 
lights that points up at the flag is crackled 
and they don’t make that light any more. 
They might replace that with something 
similar. Also, the humidification program is 
in place, but they need cold weather to really 
know if the humidification works. Also, the 
building project had been extended because 
of COVID so they are considering whether 
the architect and others need to extend 
their insurance. Mary Jane Dawson said 
they also discussed the repair of the radiant 
flooring where parts are too hot, but they 
can’t test it when it’s too hot outdoors; 

e Was presented with a copy of the 
information that was approved by the 
attorney to be suitable to send out to 
alert voters to the millage proposed to be 
restored on the Aug. 2 ballot. The millage is 
46% of the total operating budget; 

e Heard Cichewicz, who is a library 
director in Ypsilanti, ask if people are 
coming in to take pictures and videos of the 
library staff because that is happening in 
some libraries and the staff over-reacts and 
throws them out and then the library is cast 
as an unfriendly place. Suchy said people 
can come in and take pictures of the staff, 
but not private citizens using the library 
without their permission; 

e Heard Cichewicz say people go to 
church, to lunch and then to the library 
on a Sunday. She predicted Sunday hours 
will be used hugely, especially during the 
school year; 

e Heard Dawson say $55,000 was raised 


at the Belleville Yacht Club on June 10 at 
the benefit party to gather funds for the 
Mathis family so they can seek alternative 
treatment elsewhere for Harper’s brain 
tumor. She said it was good to see Harper 
dancing and having a fun time with her 
friends. She said courtesy of the New York 
City Police Department there will be a 
place for Justin to park the family vehicle 
during their time in New York; 

e Heard John Juriga say the library does 
not advertise itself as a cooling station, but 
it should. People are welcome to come into 
the air-conditioned building and can sit 
down and read the newspapers or books 
and stay cool; 

e Heard board president Sharon Peters 
say she had something for “show and 
tell.” She said part of the previous week 
she was in New Haven, Conn., with her 
granddaughter. She said her son works 
for the Audubon Society and there was an 
event called “Pollinator Gardens” at the 
New Haven Free Public Library and Peters 
attended with her granddaughter. There was 
a presentation on their seed library, which is 
being considered for the Belleville library. 
Peters said she told them of the library here 
that has living roofs, beekeeping on the 
roof, bioswale, and an annual plant swap.

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City Manager reports surprise gas line is holding up demolition

The construction process in 1940 was 
different than today’s process, Belleville 
City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said to the city council on Monday, 
beginning his explanation of why the 
Huron River Market demolition is not yet 
complete. 

He said the demolition crew found a two- 
inch unmetered, capped, gas line in the 
wall, and they are afraid to just pull it out 
in case it is attached to the eight-inch line 
across the street in Victory Park. 

Chief Robinson said they were seeking 
the proper vendor to find the cut off before 
continuing with the demolition. 

When Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
suggested they put a “Welcome to 
Belleville” mural on the exposed wall of 


the police department, like the mural in 
Sumpter, Chief Robinson said the plan is 
to brick that wall that had been attached to 
the partially destroyed market. 

In other business in Monday’s 36-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved using the city parking lot 
next to Johnny’s on the Lake for spillover 
vehicles from the Bob Castino Memorial 
Car Show on Sunday on High Street. 
Therese Antonelli said she talked with 
Johnny’s and they will be selling outside 
and not need the lot. She said Johnny’s 
only owns the handicapped parking spaces 
next to its building and the rest of the lot is 
owned by the city; 

e Approved budget amendments for the 
2021-22 budget year as recommended by 
Kelly Howey of Plante Moran; 

e Approved Sept. 10 and 11 as this year’s

dates for the citywide yard sale; 

e Heard Councilwoman Kelly Bates 
complain about the trees that need to be 
cut down in the city, including one behind 
city hall and several in her subdivision of 
Victoria Commons. Chief Robinson said 
Rick Rutherford of the DPW has a list 
made up by priority of which trees need to 
come down first. He said it is difficult to 
get contractors to jump to cut down trees. 
Councilwoman Bates asked for the council 
to have that list; 

e Heard a resident who said he lives next 
to Doane’s Landing say that their split-rail 
fence was taken down by the city during 
work on the park and he would like to know 
when they will get it put back up. He said 
the no fishing signs at the park were taken 
down and need to be put back up unless the 
city has changed its mind about allowing 
fishing at the park. He said those fishing 
in the park have been fishing behind their 
houses, as well. He said the residents are 
very polite and give them 15 minutes to 
finish fishing and then they should leave 
and most do without a problem. He said, 
however, one fell asleep and they had to 
ask his friends to wake him up to leave. The 
resident said those fishing leave trash and 
his wife has been picking up after them;

Aug. 2 is the date for any valid petitions to 
come forward for the November election 
and he’d like to meet soon. He said he is 
impressed with the attorney’s work. He 
said it took 15 minutes for her to explain 
what he studied for a year and a half to 
understand. He said they are prepping for 
a potential ballot amendment from the 
current license holder seeking a medical 
marijuana license; 

e Heard Antonelli ask how to get a 
traffic study done for the area around the 
new shopping center at the bridge to get 
a left-turn signal at the light.

The North Liberty Street 
resident asked when they will restripe 
the lanes on North Liberty at Main and 
Robinson said they want to resurface that 
whole intersection and then paint the lines.

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Wind helps fire destroy 
home on Burtrig in VBT 
on Saturday morning 


Twenty-mile-per-hour winds blew a fire 
through a home on Burtrig Drive in Van 
Buren Township at about 1:30 a.m. Saturday, 
destroying the building. 

VBT Fire Chief Dave McInally said the fire 
started on the back deck and no cause had been 
determined as of Tuesday. He said the winds 
blew the fire through the house and it was fully 
engulfed, with fire in all of the rooms, when 
the fire department arrived. He said it was a 
defensive fire and there was a hydrant in front 
of the house which helped. 

He said the female stayed in the house longer 
than she should have and suffered smoke 
inhalation while trying to round up her cats. 
Chief MclInally said three cats perished in the 
blaze. Huron Valley Ambulance transported the 
woman to the hospital for evaluation and she 
was released the next day. 

He said the male tried to enter the house to 
save the animals but was unable to get past the 
flames. 

Helping Van Buren Township fight the fire 
were fire fighters and equipment from the 
City of Belleville, Sumpter Township, City 
of Romulus and Ypsilanti Township. Chief 
McInally said Van Buren arrived at the scene at 
1:36 a.m. and left at 6 a.m. 

On Tuesday morning around 10, VBT fire 
fighters were called to the 9500 block of 
Rolan Meadows after an electrical transformer 
popped, fell down, and was arcing and caused a 
grass fire. Fire fighters got the fire extinguished 
and left DTE on the scene to fix the electrical
